Those qua it>e, are made 
specially to prevent any portion of the 
printing being erased'by the knife 01 
acid-washing, the two specialties of 
American counterfeiters and fnrgois. 
Take the note in your hands! It is pecu- 
liarly tough and crisp. Those qualities 
arc "brought. out by the paper being 
made entirely from new linen and cot- 
ton, and not irom rags 
"Do .ion see the peculiar water 


mark, or wire mark as it is called? That 
is prod'.iccd by a special mold used 
when the paper is ia ptilj). Do you see 
that lough edge on the ends3 That is 
called the deckle, and is al-o produced 
when the paper is in pulp. Two notes 
are placed in a mold when they are in 
pulp and divided lengthways. Hence 
the top and bottom, or long edges are 
alwav* rough. This I'cckle cannot be 
imitated by cutting. The paper is also 
CMJi-odingiy strong. It is said that a 
1 auk-note cvenh adjusted will lift a 
lumdicd pounds weight without tearing. 
Do you sec the difficulties a forger must 
overcome before he can even produce 
the paper on which the note is printed? 


••iA-ery process described requires 


tho sk.ll of an artisan, who^o high re- 
muneration keeps him Irom any neces- 
sity of dishonesty, and necessity makes 
the majority gt thieves. Look at the 
print ng! FesU'es tho water or w re- 
work, which is beautifully regular and 
intricate, a plate pr nt is lithographed 
o\ er the face of the note 
Then the 


type print ng is done. The paper is 
moistened first by atmospheric pressure, 
SO, 000 double notes being dampened in 
an hour. 
"The printing ink is also made at the 


Bank of Kngiand, iro-u linseedo land 
the chawed husks and vines of Khen si 
giapes, which produces impressions 01 
a peculiarly velvety black, especially 
in the heavier figures. After printing, 
the notes are numbered by a machine, 
which, unlike a man, cannot err, and 
lastly arc indoiscd by the Secretary. 
Tho'bank-notes are printed in typo on 
the side of the paper that receives tho 
water mark, ana e\ en in the event of 
the note being split, another of tho 
former's favorite tricks, the imprinted 
surface wi.nld only retain a slight traco 
ot tho t)po and "water marks — C'ci'c- 
laml Herulil.

NEW lin oE fine Knit Jackets ju&t jo 


ceiw>d, nt Stino'n, 


Traveling in Norway. 


The tourist will have no reason to 


regret his choice if he prefers to these 
stage routes the railway journey from 
Hamar to Trondhjem. In the opinion 
of most travelers it is the finest railway 
run in the north of Europe. 
Perhaps 


one would not think so much of it if the 
train traveled at a rapid rate, but in 
point of fact Norwegian trains travel so 
slowly that you are able to take in the 
scenery as you pass through it almost as 
well as if you were walking or driving 
in a cariole. 
Some notion may be 


formed of tho rate of traveling when 1 
mention that, as on some Uzy conti- 
nental lines, it is the custom for the con- 
ductor to examine and check the tickets 
by moving along the foot-boards from 
carriage to carriage wliile the train 
is going at its highest s'peiid; indeed, 
that is the usual way the guards take in 
passing from one part of the train to 
another. As you sit looking out of your 
carriage window you are constantly be 
ing startled by I he apparition of n. con- 
ductor's head. 
The rate of . liUvay 


traveling would be considered 
- 'nlera- 


ble in England, but there are some oth 
er things in the management of Nor- 
wegian railways that might be adopted 
in England wi'th .some advantage. Foi 
example, there is himg up in every com- 
partment of every c,irria<;o in the traini 
that run 
between 
Chriitianu 
and 


Trondhjem a time-table in lar^e type 
showing all tho MaLiim^ stopped at by 
each train and the time uf stopping, 
and there is cKliibiled in the sim'e way 
a table of the tares chained for t'-avel- 
ing to every station, both from Christi- 
ana'and from Tromlhjom. 
Another 


noteworthy point ii that tho train is ab- 
solutely under tho control of the con- 
tluctor. 
Travelers ean not Ouu-t themselves 


into any carriage they nriy choose to 
select; they mint go v.heio the conduct- 
or puts them. Neither ean they open 
the'dnoM and jump OH* as soon as they 
reach a station, or bef«ro the train is 
well stopped; they mu^t vait till the 
guai ds or p irtor.s have opened the doors. 
At every station, also, there is a large 
thoimnmeler showing t'ic temperature 
according to the (-e.-ile of Reaumur, 
which is that in use in Norway, and 
also according to the scale of Celsius. 
There is also at each station a large 
board containing, besides the name of 
the station, its distance from Christiana 
and from Trondhjem, and its height 
above the sea level in meters. Female 
labor is used on tho railways to an unu- 
sual extent. At several stations I noticed 
that tho carriages, outside and inside, 
were being cleaned by women. 
In one 


or two signal boxes women we,re work- 
ing the signals, and at many of the 
stations girls were acting as ticket 
clerks. One custom, which is very com- 
forting in hot and dusty weather, is that 
of carrying drinking water inside tho 
carriages. Inside some of the carriages, 
at least, the space usually occupied by 
the lamp is tilled by a glrvss vessel con- 
taining iced water, and with a tap and 
a glass on each comp.irtmont. Another 
great convenience met with on the Nor- 
weo-ian railways is that every train, pr, 
at least, every mail train, is a travi ling 
post-office. You can post letters or 
po-,t-caids at every station up till the 
train is signaled; and cvon alter the 
station boxes have been cleared you ean 
post letters in the past-oflicu carriage of 
the train when it stops at every station, 
In the sido of that carriage there is n 
letter slip, and letters posted then- are 
as sate, and as sure of attoni'on, as if 
they were dropped into a GiMiGr il 1'ost- 
oilice.—Cm. London 7Vi«cs.

I.v some parts of northwestern 


Iowa farmers are using hay for fuel. 
How this is done is thus described 
bj n correspondnnt atSibley: 


I was at the home of one of the 


best farmers in our county, a few 
days since, and noticed that the only 
fuel the family wore using was hay 
— coarse prairie, or slough grass, 
twisted into skeins or twists about as 
largo as an ordinary stick of stove- 
wood. I made some inquiry as to 
the utility of hay as an article of 
fuel, and was told by this gontlomau 
that he .had lived in this country nine 
years, and had never bought a tou of 
coal nor a cord of wood in all that 
time, but had used hay for heating 
purposes as well as for cooking, nnd 
had never had any difficulty in pro- 
viding himself with an abundant sup- 
ply of fuel. 
He showed mo tho pro- 


cess of twisting tho hay into skeins 
and preparing it for use, and inform- 
ed me that enough could be prepared 
in a half hour to last his family two 
or three days. The amount of heat 
generated by this kind of fuel, antl, 
of course, the amount used, depends 
largely upon the tightness and solid- 
ity of tho twist, and ho informed me 
that in tho coldest weather ho seldom 
usod more than 75 pounds per day.

American swine is a high liver whose 
brief existence is a perpetual feast, 
living upon as well as being, the fat 
cf the land. 


What Bailroad Trains are Worth. 


But few persons as they see one of 


the fast express trains go by are 
aware of the value of such a train. 
What is known as the Royal Limited 
express over the Pennsylvania road, 
as the traffic is ordinarily made up, 
represents over §120,000 as follows: 
Engine,fcl2,000; baggage car, $1,200; 
smoking car, $5,000; dining room 
car, §12,000; five elegant Pullman 
cars, $18,000 each, $90,000. While 
this may seem to be an exception, the 
ordinary express train represents 
$83,000 to 885,000. The engine and 
tender, which are considered together, 
valued at $10,500; the baggage car, 
$1,000;. the postal-car, §2,000; the 
smoking-car, $5,000; the two ordina- 
ry passeager cars, $10,000 each; the 
three palace cars, $15,000 each— 
total, $83,000. This is a low rather 
than an excessive estimate of one ol 
the fast expresses. The palace-cars 
put down at $15,000 are in many 
cases worth $18,000, and some Pull- 
man cars are now run that cost in the 
neighborhood of $30,000. It is stated 
that tho average value of a freight 
train is still greater than a passenger 
train when the rolling stock and value 
of property are included. Sometimes 
the freight on these through trains 
aggregate in value $250,000 to $300,- 
000, and what is a little singular is 
the fact that the trains moving west- 
ward are' more valuable than those 
moving eastward—a large per cent 
of the westbound business is morchan 
dise or valuable machinery, while 
nearly 75 per cent, of the eastbounc 
businesn is grain which is carried in 
cars costing $450, and the property 
carried will average $400 per car, so 
that thc> entire train of twenty cars 
engine included, 
are worth over 


$34,000 or $35,000, while frequentlj 
one car of merchandise coming wcs 
will represent that value, and those 
palaces on wheels carrying thousand 
of passengers and the thousands o 
freight ears carrying millions of val 
uable property, are dependent fo 
safety upon one man—the engineer 
There t re other men—the conductor 
baggage-master, firemen and three o 
four other brakemen; but the hanc 
upon tie lover and the brain direct 
ing it h ive an immense responsibility

What has boon culled sewer gas i 
composed of air, vapor and gases in 
constant varying proportions.togeth 
er with living germs—vegetable an 
animal—and 
minute particles o 


putresceut matter. In short, it 
composed of whatever is sufficient^ 
volatile or buoyant to float iu tho al 
mosphcre, and in consequence 
whieh buoyancy it is permitted t 
escape through the various sewe 
outlets. 
The torm is, in this sense 


well understood, an*it is, moreover 
just as correct as wou''l be the term 
sewer vapor or sewer air, which som 
have chosen to substitute for it. 
is proper here to add that tho ofiea 
sivanot s of odors is uo test of iusalu 
brity, but that tho most fatal gorm 
are often convoyed iu atmospher 
which is oJorlcad. 
The absence 


unpleasant odors, therefore, furnish 
es no proof that the airdops not con 
tain sewer emanations. 


How Impromptu Oratory is Made.

>enator Hoar's great "impromptu" 
peech on education and labor, which

For 
somo time after Senator Hoar took 
she front room the clerks did not 
know who their neighbor was; but, 
morning after morning, they were 
awakened by him stamping around, 
pounding his table, and declaiming 
with energy, going over the same 
sentence time after time.

third morning one of them swore ho 
would fiud out who this elocutionist 
was, and, moving a table to the door, 
ho was enabled, by standing on his 
toes, to look through the transom.— 
There he saw tho portly senator, ili 
night-shirt and drawers, going thro' 
his rhetorical gymnastics before a 
large mirror, practising every gesture 
and studying his part more carefully 
than the players in "Hamlet." The 
other clerk was soon by his side, and 
they took turns at the transom. "For 
two weeks," says my informant, 
'•Hoar practised that speech from 
ono to two hours every morning be- 
fore he delivered it extemporaneously 
in the seuato.''

The ruins of the Tuillaries Palace 


arc now in the hands o£ the work- 
men engaged to clear them away.

floor of the Palace, entering from the 
Place du Carousel, and the gallery 
running around the floor resisted the 
conflagration; a number of columns 
with their capitals of bas-reliefs and 
other decorations are still in a per- 
fect state of preservation. The large 
and massive columns supporting the 
gallery which surrounded the former 
chapel of the palace have disappear- 
ed, with the remainder of the ma- 
soury in the interior of that sacred 
precinct. The former Hall of the 
Marshals, so richly aud magnificently 
decorated, is now a mass of black- 
ened ruins, among which only one 
vestige, a scutcheon bearing the 
name "lena," remains to recall the 
former glories of the spot.

demolition progresses, innumerable 
objects will be found to have escaped 
the flames; under the dense mass of 
burnt and blackened fragments which 
encumbers the ground, it is highly 
probable that many articles will turn 
un which have not lost their value.

This is tho recipe: Take 
boilod linseed oil and stir in pulver- 
ized C30.1 to tho consistency of paint. 
Put a coat of this over the timber 
and there is not a man that will live 
to see it rot.

While the excitement over 
the Bond case has apparently died out, 
there is deep and strong undercurrent of 
feeling against Vermillion, Montgomery, 
Pettus and dementi. In the event of 
Miss Bond's death the three latter named, 
now out on bail, will be arrested charged 
with murder, and it is very likely the 
Tower Hill vigilance committee will save 
the county all expense of trial. The 
homes of Montgomery and Pettus have 
been transferred into arsenals, and some 
one member of each family is constantly 
on guard, armed with Winchester rifles, 
John Montgomery is defiant, and declares 
he will kill the first man attempting a 
violent entrance to his home. It is be- 
lieved nt Taylorville that an organization 
exists for the lynching of the accused in 
case Miss Bond dies or the Montgomery 
county circuit court fails to convict. A 
close watch is kept on all the parties ac- 
cused) and any attempt on their part to 
leave Christian county would be the sig- 
nal for violence. Dr. Vermillion takes 
his imprisonment hard. He was placed 
in the county jail on August 9, 1882, a 
burly, healthy man, and to-day he is ema- 
ciated, broken down, and discouraged. 
He can scarcely be recognized as the same 
man known here six months ago.

Among tho discoveries recently made 


in the great Dead Sea of tho West, ac- 
cording to an exchange, were somo gi- 
gantic, oyster shells mure than six feet 
long, each pair of which onco contained 
an animal that the average boy could 
not lift. To-day tho only really largo 
shell-fish is of tho clam family. 
It is 


named Tridam'i ffi'^as, a contemporary 
tells u?, and is found in the Pacific 
Ocean, the length of its life being sixty 
m- seventv years. 
It grows imbedded 


in the coral and is fastened to the rocks 
by a cord called the byssus, which is so 
tough that it can be cut only with an 
ax. The shells themselves are six feet 
long, each valve weighing more than 
250 pounds, while the animal part often 
weighs thirty or forty pounds. 
When 


alive the tridaena lies with its great 
valves ajar, capturing any food that 
may pass within its scalloped edges. A 
shark was once caught in this way. 
Swimming along in search of food, he 
unwarily passed in the door of the great 
clam's house, his tail rudely striking 
tho animal. Like a flash the tremend- 
ous jaws snapped together, squeezing 
the man-eater as if he were in a vise 
and rendering him utterly powerless. 
As the tide went down the shark's head 
appeared above water, dashing about 
and churning up the sea. The hubbub 
attracted the attention of some thieves, 
who snon captured both shark and clam.

An Ordinance in Relation to Rail- 
roads. 


SECTION 1. Beit ordained by tlic CUu Council 


fif the My nf Demtur, Thiit it shall bo unlawful 
for any railroad company or corporation, con- 
ductor, engineer, agent or other oniployo ot 
any sucli railroad company or corporation or 
other pirson managing or controlling any 
locomotive engine, car or trulu upon any rail- 
road track within tho corporate limits of said 
city of Decatur, to drive, propel or run any 
passenger train witniu tho limits of said city at 
n greater rate of speed than ten mllos per 
hour, or to drive, propel or run within said 
limits any locomotive engine, car or train, 
other than a pasHenfjer train, at a greater rate 
of epeoil than six miles per hour, or in any 
manner to obstruct the travel or paasago alonjf 
any sidewalk or street of said city by placing or 
leaving upon, along or across any such side- 
walk or street any truck, locomotive engine,car 
or train of cara, or any material or thing what- 
soever for a longer period than t n mitiutea at 
anyone time, and immediately tnercaltcr f or 
tho full period of ten mlnutee, such sidewalk 
or street shall not be again obstructed. Any 
company, corporation or person violating any 
of tbe provisions of this suction shall be sub- 
ject to a penalty of not less than five dollars 
nor more than two hundred dollars for each 
and every offense. 
bECTios 2 That any railroad company or 
col poiaiion, which does now or hereafter may 
operate uny railroad within or through the 
corporate limits of said city o1 Decatur, shall 
construct and imtintain sate, commodious and 
convenient crossings across the track of such 
railroutl where ihe same intersects any street, 
luno or avenue ot said city tho full width ot 
such str< et, lane or avenue, and shall also 
make and maintain sufficient and propo"1 con- 
duits, euherts aud gutte s to cany off all 
water under or along such railroad track. The 
,City Superlutcndent or Streets shall, from 
lime to time, notli'y iu writing tho station 
us nt or otberofficeror agent or any railroad 
company aloresald, within what time and in 
what manner eitid city will require tho con- 
struction or repair of the crossings, conduits, 
culverts and gutters aloresaid; and upon fail- 
ure of such railroad compa iy to construct or 
repair such crossings, conduits, culverts and 
gutters aforesaid pursuant to tbe notice afore- 
said, such railroad company shall forfeit to 
said city one hundred dollars; nnd upon the 
persistent refusal of such railroad company 
to comply with the notice aforesaid for a period 
of thirty days alter judgment lor the tirst ana 
each successive forfeiture, such railroad com- 
pany shall forfeit to said city a like sum of ono 
hundred dnllars. 
SCCTIO - 3. Any person having the manage- 
ment of any railroad locomotive, who shall run 
or orive the same within the corporate limits 
of said city without having placed on the top 
of the chimney thereof a bounet or spark ar- 
rester sufficient to prevent all accidents by fire 
from the sparks of such locomotive, or who 
shall fail to constantly ring the bell of such 
locomotive while the siraie is in motion, or 
who shall start such locomotive without first 
sounding the whistle or ringing tho Dell of 
such locomotive, or who shall blow off steam 
or unnecessarily blow the whistleof such loco- 
motive when such locomotive is not in motion 
at n placeand ina manner calculatedtolright- 
cn teams passing along or standing on the 
public streets or alleys of said city, shall be 
subject to a flue tor each and every offense 
mentioned in this section of not less than ten 
dollars nor more thtm one hundred dollars. 


SECTION 4. Every locomotive engine, rail- 
road car or train of cars running In the night 
time on any railroad trnek within tho limits of 
said city shall have and keep while so running 
a brilliant and conspicuous light on the for- 
ward end, and while backing n brilliant and 
conspicuous light on the rear end ot such 
locomotive engine, cnr or train of ears.
